A PROSPECT OF THE DEADLOCK 
BEING BROKEN. 


The Dakota Question in the Sen­ 
ate—Republicans and the 
Tariff B ill—Etc.

FATALLY DEFECTIVE. 
R epresentative M orrow E xplains the D e­ 
fects of the C hinese Treaty. 
[Copyright, 1888, by the California Associated Press. t 
W ash in g to n , April 11th.—At the request 
of Senator Sherman, Chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, Repre­ 
sentative Morrow has addressed him a let­ 
ter with reference to th» treaty recently 
concluded between China and the United 
States. Morrow says the treaty is fatally 
defective, in not providing in positive terms 
against the return of a class of Chinese 
former residents who are not now in the 
United States but who will certainly con­ 
tinue, either in person or by proxy, to 
assert their claims of right to return, if 
such claim can be made available under the 
new treaty. 
After pointing out the difficulties en­ 
countered in enforcing the provisions of 
exclusion in the treaty of 1880 and the Re­ 
striction Act of 1882, enacted in accordance 
therewith, Mr. Morrow shows how the law 
has been evaded. He gives the statistics 
of the number of Chinese who have come 
to this country from December 31, 1882, to 
December 31, 1887, which have been re­ 
peatedly published from figures collected 
by the Treasury Department, and says that 
if the treaty only contained the provision 
in Secretary Bayard's letter—which savs 
that the treaty precludes the return of Chi­ 
nese laborers who are not now in this 
country, and forbids the coming here of 
Chinese laborers from any quarter what­ 
soever—that it would have been entirely 
satisfactory. 
Mr. Morrow says that the most serious 
complaint made against the present treaty 
is the clause providing that Chinese labor­ 
ers who were here at the date of the treaty 
should be permitted to come and go at 
pleasure. As before explained, with this 
door open we find ourselves, at the end of 
nearly eight years, without any pracical re­ 
lief irotu this troublesome question, and 
the new treaty absolutely ignores this im­ 
portant point, about which so much con­ 
troversy has been had in the Courts and 
before Congress in appeals for further legis­ 
lation. 
The new treaty attempts to limit the 
number of Chinese laborers who shall be 
entitled to return by providing certain 
qualifications for those who may seek to 
return, but the difficulty is that the Courts 
may hold that this restriction only applies 
to those who shall be entitled to return. 
There still remains a necessity for provid­ 
ing against the return of those now absent, 
which is for the purpose of preventing the 
immigration of Chinese laborers who were 
never in this country. 
To accomplish this object, which is the 
real point at issue, I would suggest the fol­ 
lowing amendment to the new treaty: 
“Also this prohibition shall extend to the 
return of Chinese laborers who are not 
now in the United States, whether holding 
return certificates under the existing laws, 
or not.’ 
The article, thus amended, would 
terminate the life of several thousand re­ 
turn certificates. 
But in view of their 
fraudulent nse, their destruction is not 
only proper, but necessary to secure the 
enforcement of the terms of exclusive pro­ 
hibition in the new treaty. It would also 
put an end to the claim of prior residence, 
or residence here at the date of the treaty 
of 1K80, which would give to the new treaty 
its chief value as a measure of exclusion. 
Furthermore, the article, if so amended, 
would then, in a measure, provide for 
terms of exclusion as mentioned in the 
letter of the Secretary of State. The next 
difficulty will occur in the identification of 
the privileged class of laborers who will be 
entitled to return under the new treaty. 
That is to say. the “identification ofa 
Chinese laborer who has a lawful wife, 
child or parent in the United States, or 
property therein of the value of $1,000, or 
debts of a like amount due him and pend­ 
ing settlement.’’ 
I do not think much of the restriction 
contained in this qualification, for it will 
probably be developed that all who want 
to return will be thus qualified by the aid 
of the company to which the Chinaman 
belongs, but there will be a decided advan­ 
tage in even restricting immigration to 
such persons as may hereafter depart from 
the United States, To make such restric­ 
tion effective. 1 would suggest that it would 
be well to make it perfectly plain that 
Chinese laborers not provided with the re­ 
turn certificates authorized by Article 2 
shall not be cntitied to return. To do this, 
an amendment in harmony with the re­ 
cent decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Jung Ah Lung would be required. 
The next point to which I invite atten­ 
tion is the failure to provide protection 
against the abuse of the privilege accorded 
to certain persons in Article 3. What, for 
instance, is to prevent any Chinese person 
from procuring the necessary certificate 
and coming into the United States under 
the claim of being either an official, teacher, 
student, merchant or traveler? If the doors 
are closed elsewhere, I am afraid this one 
will be forced open. To provide as far as 
possible against such proceedings, the 
treaty should be amended. 
With these amendments incorporated 
into the treaty, and proper legislation by 
Congress carry its provisions into effect, I 
think we may reasonably hope for a much 
better condition of affairs on the Pacific 
coast, in dealing with this difficult and 
troublesome question, but I must say, in 
justice to myself, that I have not changed 
the views heretofore expressed in urging 
legislation terminating all treaty stipula­ 
tions and absolutely prohibiting all Chi­ 
nese immigration. This, in my judgment, 
is a still better course, and everything I 
have written is secondary and subordinate 
to such judgment.

He would by Ibis measure 
cut the jugular of every sheep Di the coun­ 
try and argue with the owners that they 
would be better off without them, or that 
they lost more than they gained by protec­ 
tion. Deducting the protective duty im­ 
posed for the benefit of American wool, of 
ten cents per pound, the value ot Texas 
wool in New York and Boston markets 
would suddenly drop to four or six cents 
per pound. No State would continue to 
raise wool at that price. Wool growing íh 
the great State ot Texas, with an area 
larger than that of Germany, France, 
Spain or Italy, would be known as one of 
the lost arts. The prodigious loss to landed 
estates from abandonment of sheep hus­ 
bandry was a problem difficult of solution. 
He deprecated the attempt to excite a 
panic in financial affairs because of au 
annual surplus of $55,000,000. The main­ 
tenance of a bi-netallie system of coinage 
and the preservation of a currency of both 
gold and silver was liable to be affected. 
Were the rates of duties to be placed a 
mere trifle in favor of foreign importations, 
an excess of impor*» over exports would 
soon appear and turn tire balance of trade 
against this country. This could not con­ 
tinue long before gold would command a 
premium and find its best market as a 
commodity to be shipped abroad. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the 
bill to provide for the admission of Dakota 
and for the organization of the Territory cf 
North Dakota, aud was addressed by Mr. 
Davis. He said the Senator from South 
Carolina (Butler) was of the opinion that 
the admission of a State was purely within 
the discretion of Congress. He (Davis) 
denied that proposition. He denied it 
from the light of law, and from the light 
of history. As to the claim of the Senator 
from South Carolina that there was great 
opposition in Dakota to the bill, he asked 
why petitions of dissent had not come to 
the Senate from Dakota. The wholeTerri- 
toiy, he said, contained some <>00,000 in­ 
habitants. of whom about 350,000 were in 
Southern Dakota. Of the latter, 20,000 
were ex-Union soldiers, who were denied 
enfranchisement by the country which 
they had fought to save. They were, 
in all that constituted a State, more 
fully equipped than many States which 
were now persistently denying their 
admission. Why delay longer that great 
act of national justice? 
The question 
should be stripped of all pretense, evasion 
and sham, aud it should be plainly 
admitted that the commonwealth of South 
Dakota had been denied admission as a 
State for the sole reason that the party in 
power, with the solid South, was deter­ 
mined not to lose its political ascendency. 
Turpie obtained the floor, aud the bill 
was laid aside until to-morrow 
The following bills were taken from the 
calender and passed :

[Copyright, 188S, by the California Associate,j Press.’, 
W ash in g to n , April 11th—Tbe Post this 
morning says : One of the men who may 
be more prominently mentioned in the 
near future for the Chief Justiceship, is 
Samuel M. Wilson of San Francisco. He 
has been for many years an intimate friend 
of J ustice Millet. 
Wilson is a tine-looking man, slightly 
above medium bight, partly bald, hair 
white, and about sixty years of age. He 
went to California from Ohio in 1850, and 
is a Democrat in politics. He has never 
sought office, and although repeatedly 
pressed, has steadfastly refused to take ju­ 
dicial position. He has a moderate for­ 
tune and owns a tine house in San Fran­ 
cisco, where he entertains in style. 
Wilson has an extensive practice in the 
Courts, and has never been a corporation 
lawyer. He has often been selected as an 
arbitrator in important cases, and has in­ 
variably given satisfaction. His age may 
he looked upon as a bar in the eyes of the 
President; but that remains to be seen. 
Another rumor gives Wilson the English 
mission in place of Phelps, while Minister 
Phelps is to be nominated tor the Chief 
Justiceship, but Mr. Phelps is sixty-four 
years of age, and it would seem to be still 
further barred by age. Wilson declines to 
signify in any way his attitude toward 
either position. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


H ow th e F ilibustering M ay E fiect the 
M ills Tariff B ill.

Democratic members of the House was 
held to-night, at which it was agreed that 
the majority should vote for an adjourn­ 
ment to-morrow. It is possible that Ran­ 
dall may make a pnll for adjournment, 
and if it is carried it means the defeat of 
the direct tax bill at the present session of 
Congress. As a sop to the supporters of 
the measure, it was agreed that the Com­ 
mittee on Rules should be instructed to 
assign three days in December next to the 
consideration of the direct tax bill. 
The deadlock in the House may, there­ 
fore, be expected to be broken now. The 
question is, what the Republicans will do 
when the tariff bill is brought up next 
Tuesday. Reed of Maine says the Demo­ 
crats have set the example in a most con­ 
spicuous manner that filibustering is justi­ 
fiable on the part of a minority to defeat 
any measure that is not acceptable to an 
insignificant minority of the House, and 
tbe Republicans may filibuster to kill the 
Mills tariff bill, which is objectionable to a 
very large minority, if not a majority of 
the House. 
The animosities engendered by last 
week’s proceedings may not expire during 
the remainder of the session, and the 
almost certain effect of the Democratic pro­ 
gramme is to defeat all tariff legislation.

Ex-Senator Conkling a Little W orse 
this M orning—The Great 
W estern Floods—Etc.

EOSCOE CONKLING. 
The E x-Senator Still L iv e s-H is Condi­ 
tion Y esterday. 
N ew \ obk, April 11th.— What was 
thonght to be the turning point in ex­ 
Senator Conkling's condition came this 
morning at 6:30 o’clock. While suffering 
from oue of his periódica! attacks of de­ 
lirium, Mr. Conkling paced up and down 
the sick chamber. After ten minutes he 
became exhausted and ouce more sank on 
the bed. It was not long till he was fast 
asleep. His physicians said that much de­ 
pended upon the condition of their case 
when he awakened, and were on tip-toe of 
expectancy. 
Dr. Baker calledattbe patient’s residence 
at 9:30 o’clock, and found his patient vet 
resting peacefully. The doctor felt the 
patient’s pulse, and said it was more regu­ 
lar than it had been for some days. 
Just then Conkling awoke and cor­ 
dially shook hands with his physician, who 
at once asked him if he would not take 
some soothing medicine. 
The sufferer 
promptly replied in the affirmative aud as 
promptly took the medicine offered him. . 
Subsequently Dr. Baker, in tbe form of 
an official bulletin, announced to members 
of the press that Mr. Conkling was begin­ 
ning to recover. “ A marked change for 
the better," he added, "has taken pluce 
during the night.” 
Edward S. Stokes visited Conkling at 10 
o'clock this morning. When Stokes came 
out he said : “ I never was more surprised 
in my life than to see the improved condi­ 
tion of Conkling. Yesterday I believed be 
would not recover, and sent telegrams to 
that effect. To-day he was sitting up in 
bed and recognized me.” 
an afternoon sle ep. 
At 6:30 p. M.Conkling was resting quietly 
and had been sleeping since 3 o’clock. 
At 7:30 Dr. Anderson came out and said 
that Conkling was still asleep. 
HIS CHANCES OK LIVING IMPROVED. 
At 9:15 Dr. Barker said : “ The patient 
has had a sound, healthy deeply sleep from 
3 until 8:10 p. m., and his mental condition 
was excellent. The sleep took away all 
the strain from his nerves, and the chances 
of the Senator’s recovery were improved. 
Twenty-four hours ago his chances were 
one in a hundred. Now the chances are 
one in twenty-five that he will recover. He 
has been steadily improving for the past 
four hours.” 
Dr. Hartle remains with the patient all 
night. 
RETURN OF BAP SYMPTOMS. 
N ew Y o rk , April 12th—a. m.—Dr. Hart­ 
ley issued the tolluwiug bulletin at 12:30 
this morning: “ Senator Conkling’s con­ 
dition has cbanged slightly for the worse. 
His temperature is one degree more than 
it was, and his pulse beats six degrees 
faster to the minute than it didat 12o’cloek, 
when it was 90. This indicates a return of 
delirious fever.” 
2:45 a. m.—No change in Conkling's con­ 
dition since the last report. He is still 
asleep. 


STAND FROM UNDER. 
Senator F assett C reates a Sensation in 
the New York Senate. 
A lb a n y (N. Y.), April 11th—In the 
Senate yesterday resolutions was intro­ 
duced by Senator Fassett (Rep.), for the 
appointment of a committee to investigate 
certain published charges in regard to 
alleged corruption in the administration of 
the departments in the Municipal Govern­ 
ment ot New York City. 
While the terms of the resolutions were 
general, it was understood that the real 
point of attack was Governor Hill, concern­ 
ing whose "alleged deal” with the Aque­ 
duct Commission during the last Guberna­ 
torial canvass certain papers had published 
articles. 
The story published was in effect that 
Governor Hill had secured a change in the 
personnel of the Aqueduct Commission by 
having the Mayor and Comptroller 
released 
from 
ex officio 
service 
thereon; 
that the Governor 
then 
appointed 
his 
political 
friends 
to 
the vacancies, with the result that the firm 
of O’Brien & Clark, contractors, were en­ 
abled to secure a contract for a section of 
the new aqueduct, though they were the 
highest bidders, and that they snb-let it to 
another competing firm at a profit of $50,­ 
000; that O’Brien & Clark and O’Brien in­ 
dividually indorsed Governor Hill’s notes 
for $20,000, to be spent tluring the Guber­ 
natorial campaign, and John Keenan, the 
boodler, now in Canada, discounted one of 
them, and the Governor’s campaign bills 
were paid out of the aqueduct contracts. 
The resolution in the Senate caused a 
heated debate in that body to-day, in 
which personal charges of campaign and 
legislative corruption were very freely 
tossed back and forth between the friends 
and enemies of the Governor. The resolu­ 
tion was finally adopted unanimously. 
GOVERNOR h il l’s STATEMENT. 
Governor Hill made a statement this 
evening in regard to the matters charged 
against him. He said that near the close 
of the campaign of 1880 the Democratic 
State Committee appealed to him for aid. 
In connection with certain other Demo­ 
crats he drew two notes, aggregating $15,­ 
000, which he gave them. They were dis­ 
counted and the money used in legitimate 
work of the campaign. When they were 
paid, various well-known Democrats con­ 
tributed the money. Governor Hill de­ 
clared that this attack on him was insti­ 
gated by the Quarantine officials of New 
York, of which department ex-Senator T. 
C. Platt is head. The Governor declares 
that he has nothing to conceal in the mat­ 
ter. 


TER R IBLE DISASTER. 


A Falling; W all C rushes a B uilding and 
C auses Loss o f Life. 
P itts b u rg , April 11th.—A wall of Ha- 
slage’s building, which was recently de­ 
stroyed by nre, fell this afternoon, crushing 
a small building adjoining. A servant girl, 
who was at work in the kitchen, was in­ 
stantly killed, and a number of others were 
seriously injured. The natural gas-pipes in 
the building were broken, aud the escaping 
gas ignited and set fire to the building, but 
the dames were subdued without much 
damage.

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A WOBD OF UNASKED ADVICE. 


Hosea Ballou declared gratitude to be 
the fairest blossom which springs from the 
soul. 
It ought to lie as [lositive a virtue 
with political parties as with individuals. 
T he party that deserts its friends, and 
turns the cold shoulder, in dispensing its 
honors, upon those who have stood most 
valientlv for it, has no reason to expect 
devotion from any of its membership. 
If 
the I»emocratic party in California is sen­ 
sible to that which distinguishes nobility 
of character from baseness, it will, in 
listing its delegation for its N ational Con­ 
vention, not make the mistake of omitting 
from the ranks of its representatives a 
partisan who stood for it in the recent 
struggle at W ashington for the location of 
the Convention in California. 
It ought 
out of pure gratitude to seek out Hon- 
John P. Irish and put him foremost in the 
delegation. 
W hile the Democratic party 
may be indisposed to accept advice from a 
political antagonist, its leaders ought to 
be sufficiently clear-sighted and sensible 
to realize the imp rtance of recognizing 
notably high service rendered by one of its 
ablest champions in the inter, st of the 
State, in devotion to which there i-. no 
partisan rivalry among its citizens. 
I t was very desirable that the National 
Democratic Convention should assemble 
in 1888 in California. T hat desire was 
common with all the people, and rose 
superior to all political considerations. 
A - Californians, the value of securing the 
visit to the State of such a large liody of 
representative men of one of the two 
great political parties of the nation was 
apparent to Itemoerats and Republicans 
alike. 
No enlargement upon that head 
was necessary to give force to the senti­ 
ment of which the desire to locate the 
Convention of 1888 in Han Francisco was 
bom. 
The chagrin is mutual aujcmt men 
of all parties that the effort failed, aud 
that it is impossible of renewal for four 
years to come. 
We undertake to say that it is a matter 
not open for defensible contradiction that 
had Mr. Irish not been m etal Washington 
by the ghost of political envy and rancor­ 
ous jealousy that stalked across the conti­ 
nent from the charnel house of the dead 
past of Democratic factional contests, he 
would have won for tliir- State the honor 
of entertaining the legion of delegates 
and the thousands accompanying them. 
There was no man, and this fact all Cali­ 
fornians recognize, present at the commit­ 
tee session in W ashington hailing from 
California, who could have nearly so well 
presented the claims of the State, and not 
one so well qualified by jiolitical exjieri- 
euce, broad knowledge of the East and 
natural gifts of address to lalwr to that 
end. 
But Air. Irish was checked in his 
iaudable endeavor by amazing unwisdom 
on the part of managers, whose iucompe- 
tency hist California her opportunity. 
A 
gentlemen foreign to the State was put 
forward in place of the one man of all 
others who should have l>een made fore­ 
most, and the effect upon the committee 
was precisely the reverse of what was 
hoped for. 
It may not be possible to inhume pettv 
euvy and jealous littleness in the Demo­ 
cratic party, nor to lay the restless shade 
that rises out of the tomb of the old Stock­ 
ton Convention ; but it ought to lie possi­ 
ble for California Deotooracy to develop 
sufficient of the virtue of gratitude to send 
Mr. Irish to the National Convention, if for 
no other reason than that. 
We have no 
idea, whether he is a candidate for the po­ 
sition. or if his friends projiose to hazard 
the cast of his name before the State Con­ 
vention, but there ought to lie spontaniety 
ot voice in that body in naming him, 
w hether he will or not. 
io the Republicans it does not greatlv 
matter whom their political opponeuts 
choose. 
They might well Ik- gratified as 
partisans and opponents to see them put 
weak timber into all their structures; but as 
C alifornians they have a c-learlv-defined 
interest in every representative body sent 
out from the State. 
California Ls but a 
very small part of the nation. . In the at­ 
mosphere of our own enthusiasm for the 
splendid heritage we enjoy, we are verv 
apt to fancy the State as large in Eastern 
estimation politically and commercially 
and socially as in area. 
The truth is that 
California and her concerns are of least 
moment among the 50,000,1*00 of people be­ 
yond the mountains. The Californian who 
goes to the East inflated with the idea that 
the importance of this State is there a 
m atter of profound interest, has the con­ 
ceit taken out of him very soon after 
crossing the great plains. 
It is due to the 
fact that we are such a small factor iu na­ 
tional concerns that it is so difficult to 
command a hearing at the East, either in 
legislative or commercial preferment. 
It is of first importance that every op­ 
portunity to impress the great East with 
the true character of the State and its 
due at the hands of the nation shall be 
improved. N either party, therefore, should 
let the advantage a N ational Convention 
oilers to this end escape it. 
The delega­ 
tions ought to represent us in more ways 
than political 
It is, therefore, the part of 
wisdom to choose leadars for them with 
both objects in view—high partisan repre­ 
sentation, and intellectual aggressive bold­ 
ness and ability. 
W hen the Democracy 
con do this and at the same time pay the 
tribute of gratitude to a champion who 
was, to put it mildly, rudely treated in his 
own camp in his latest effort for the State, 
and fails, it does California quite as much 
injury as itself. 
Not that there are not 
other men it can -end to St. Is mis, intel­ 
lectually strong and representative, adroit 
and masterful, hut we venture the asser­ 
tion, in a matter that is not our political 
concern, that the party cannot more effect­ 
ually express its 
gratitude for service, 
aud at the same time better servt the State, 
th an by sending Mr Irish along with 
these, to aid in making California just as 
prominent, and in advancing her claims to 
public attention jnst a- forcibly and ef­ 
fectively as is passible to bo done. 


I'ktitioss are being circulated in this 
city addressed to Congress, praying for the 
passage of Senate bill 283, intended to 
atlbrd adequate protection to the forests 
stream*, game and the natural wonders of 
Yellowstone Park.

It consisted of a piece 
of pasteboard, on which were written the 
first six Chinese numerals—yit, gee, som, 
see, un, luk—corresponding with the num ­ 
ber on the dice. The dealer shakes the 
dice, turns over the box, and the bets are 
made. Those having placed money on 
the numbers that apoear.ontlie dice are 
winners. 
Officer Ash testified that he was satisfied 
a game was in progress when he entered, 
as the “ lay-out’’ was on the table with 
$2 SO on it. Several men were in front of 
the table, and Ah Dip and Ah Luey be­ 
hind it. The men ran in all directions, 
and \h Dip vainly endeavored to conceal 
the ’• lay-out.” 
Ex-City Attorney H art conducted the 
defense. He first put Ah Luey on the 
stand, who testified that Ah Dip owed him 
$2 80, and was just in the act of paying 
him the money wheu officer Ash appeared 
anti arrested them. Ah Dip corroborated 
his statement in full, and they were backed 
up by the evidence—such as it is—of sev­ 
eral other Mongolians.

Mrs. Clayton said that all of the sub­ 
scribers were not on the roll, as some 
of them had not yet had an opportunity to 
sign ihe constitution. 
Mrs. E. Twitchell raised the point that 
no names could be added after the meeting 
commenced. She said that a man could 
not sign the Great Register after the polls 
were open, and no one had the right to 
sign the constitution and vote after the 
annual meeting had commenced. 
Mrs. Clayton said that the roll had been 
carried around for some person to sign, and 
that others who wanted to sign it had been 
unable to do so because they could not 
find the Secretary. She declared a recess 
of ten minutes to give persons desiring to 
sign the constitution an opportunity to do 
so, stating that any person who paid $5 a 
year was entitled to sign and vote. 
Mrs. Twitchell said that none but ladies 
were entitled to vote under the constitution, 
and asked the Secretary to read a written 
opinion of Judge.W. H. Beatty on the sub­ 
ject.Mrs. Clayton said she had been advised 
by Judge Van Fleet that under the con­ 
stitution person who contributed $5 a year, 
whether men or women, were entitled to 
vote. 
1.EOAL OPINIONS. 
Mr. Watson then read the following: 
Mr*. IF. 11. Hubby, Sccrttary Puteckint Orphan 
Association, Sacramento—B ear Madam : Your 
favorof April 1st, together with printed copv of 
th e , constitution and by-laws ol your Associ­ 
ation, is at hand. 
I infer front the date of adoption of the by­ 
laws that the society was organized about the 
beginning of the year 1867, and assume that it 
continues to lie governed by tite law in force st 
that date (which it does in the absence of any 
formal resolution to contiuuc its existence uu- 
der the Civil Code), and consequently that the 
three questions you ask must tiud their solution 
iu a proper construction of your constitution 
and by-laws without reference to existing Code 
provisions, in tills view it is my opinion: 
First—That ladies alone can become active 
members, or vote or hold office in the Associ­ 
ation. 
Second—I find no provision iu the constitu­ 
tion or by-laws for roting by proxy, and in the 
absence of suelt provieiou no proxy can be al­ 
lowed. 
Third—The officers may be elected altogether 
by genera! ballot or each officer may la- voted 
for separately. 
1 should think a good plau would be to elect 
the President, Vice-President, Secretary and 
Treasurer separately, and the four other Direc 
tors together—each member putting four names 
on her ballot. I remain, yours respectfully, 
VV. if.

Hubby, Secretary Protectant Orphan 
Aecociation, Sacramento—Dear Madam: Iu re­ 
sponse to your further inquiry as to the duties 
of the Secretary of your society, 1 would suy that 
Iu my opinion the custody of your written cou- 
stitution— the one that is signed by members as 
a condition precedent to the right to vo’.e, prop­ 
erly appertains to the Secretary. Those propos­ 
ing lo become members should apply to her in 
order to enroll their names as members of the 
Association, and before signing should have 
made full payment of five dollars. If ladies 
joining the society pay by installments, I do 
not think they are entitled to subscribe the 
conriitution or exercise any of the privileges 
of membership until they have paid the full 
amount of five dollars. When they have dine 
so and subscribed the constitution they become 
mcml>ers for one year from the date of signing 
of the constitution, after which they will cease 
to lie members unless, in the meantime, they 
shall have completed the payment of an addi­ 
tional five dollars. Y ours respectfully.

Mrs. F. W. Fratt said that il had been 
the custom for men to vote at the elections 
fora great many years, and Judge Catlin 
had expressed the opinion that the custom 
ought to prevail at this meeting. The As­ 
sociation had a great deal of money in its 
hands now, and great interest was" felt in 
the election. Add. Hinkson had also said 
that any one might become a member by 
paying $5 a year. 
5lrs. Clayton called upon any one who 
desired to come forward and sign the roll. 
Several ladies responded and signed the 
constitution. 
Judge McKune was called upon for an 
opinion, and said he agreed entirely with 
Judge Beatty. 
Mrs. Clayton asked him if custom did 
not make law, stating that it had been the 
custom for men to vote at these elections 
for twenty years. 
Judge McKune replied that statute law 
and Constitutions broke down the laws 
made by custom. 
Custom makes law 
sometimes, but it must be for a time ‘‘ that 
the memory of man runneth not to the 
contrary.” 
The roll was called, and forty-three mem­ 
bers responded to their names, seventeen 
being necessary lor a quorum. 
The minutes of the last annual meeting 
were read and approved. 
THE FINANCES 
Mrs. C. E. Paine, the Treasurer, read her 
report for the year, which showed the total 
receipts to have been $10 804 13; expendi­ 
tures, $12,435 03 ; showing a total net gain 
for the year of $4.420 10. The amount on 
baud atjlast report was $0,241 58. making 
the total cash on hand $13,670 OS, of which 
$10,155 03 is in the building and improve­ 
ment fund and $3,515 03 in the State aid or 
support fund. 
BEI'OKT OF THE MAN AUERS. 
Mr. Watson then read the following re- 
jiort: 
The Board or Managers of the Sacramento 
Protestant Orphan Asylum beg leave to submit 
the following report ot the condition of its :tf 
fairs to the Association : 
This society to-day outersujion its twenty-first 
year ot labor in the interest of orphan si half 
orphans and destitute children. 
At the commencement of the year there were 
152 children in the asylum; duriug the year 73 
have been adm itted: cared for duriug some 
part of the year, 225. From this number 62 have 
been taken by relatives or friends, 1 has been 
legally adopted, 16 placed in good homes. 1 ran 
away, and 9 were removed by death. Of this 
number. 2 died of consumption, 2 by drowning, 
2 of pneumonia, 1 of measles, 1 of membraneous 
croup, aud 1 of typhoid pneumonia. Of the 136 
children now remaining in the asylum, of 
whom 69 are boys and 67 girls, 108 are between 
2 and 12 years of age ; 22 arc orphans, 105 half 
orphans, and 9 are styled abandoued. The num­ 
ber of California counties represented, 22. 
During the first four or live momhs of the 
year, as for months previous, the health of the 
inmates was remarkably good, but in Septem­ 
ber there were thirty-five cases of chicken-pox, 
fourteen of scarletlna and two broken wrists. 
Iu January the measles broke out among the 
children, aud very soon became epidemic, and 
ninety were prostrated with the disease. At the 
present time there is no sickness except a few 
slight colds. 
Ttie school is in a very flourishing condition. 
There are eighty-five pupils in the primary de­ 
partment. The City Board ol Education fur- 
niah two efficient teachers and all the necessary 
supplies for school work. Seventeen of the 
older children attend the Sacramento Grammar 
School. 
The kindergarten, during its short existence, 
was a source of great pleasure to the nursery 
children. 
The average attendance at Sabbath-school, 
including teachers and visitors, is 165. Miss 
Brothers still presides over the Inlant depart­ 
ment. 
One hour each evening is devoted to Bible 
study, recitations and singing. 
The " Union Picnic” in the early spring was 
very much enjoyed by the children, as were 
also the good things that were showered upon 
them at Thanksgiving and Christmas, by our 
generous and kind-hearted citizens. 
The Christman eutertainmeut. that never fail­ 
ing source of pleasure to the little ones, under 
the supervisión ol Messrs. C. 51. 1’odger and 
William Shoemaker, was a very liappy affair. 
Our receipts lor the year have tieen $16.864 61. 
Of this amount we have re eived from the State. 
$9,377 32; friends of children. $2.376 05; sub­ 
scriptions. 81,621 73 ; rent ol school building, 
$275; bank dividends, $1M 36; balance on ceme­ 
tery lot, $125; sale of cows, $100: sale ot fencing, 
$10; legacy from Zeh estate, $1.000; Thanksgiv­ 
ing service collections, $17 65; balance of Kin­ 
dergarten fund, $41 91; “Musicians Mutual Pro­ 
tective Union.” by 11. W Hand. President. $1.­ 
249 35; donations. $469 35 ; money refunded, 
$16 90 Total paid to Treasurer, $16.864 61. 
Improvements have been but very little In­ 
dulged In, though necessity compelled the erec­ 
tion of a wood-shed, the cost of which was $220: 
fencing and closets. S402 05: tilliug iu lot, 
3J36 25. Total, $858, which was paid out of the 
fuud set apart especially for improvement pur 
poses. 
Mr. Warr is still interested in the work ol 
beautifying aud improving the grounds, his 
services being voluntary. 
The untiriug devotion of the Matrons to the 
necessities of the Home and the cate of the 
children, and the efficiency of the help em­ 
ployed, has been remarkably notieable. particu 
Urly during the measles epidemic, which made 
the duties very arduous both night and day. 
During this scourge there was a general rally of 
the citizens, who ca e to our aid with hearts 
full of symp.thy and love, loaded with 
delicacies and luxuries that brought comfort 
and cheer to the bedside of the little sufferers. 
Many thanks are due Iits. Hughsóu, Ilrune. 
1 Clayton, Light, Shaw aud Cooksley, for valua­ 


ble services; Third-street Ice Company for fur­ 
nishing ice for the season: Proprietors oi

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 
Rev. Mr. Herrick then read the follow­ 
ing: 
This yearly meeting should be one of devout 
thanksgiving to God for the great blessings He 
has bestowed upon us ill restoring to health the 
many children who were so seriouslv alHicted 
witli a contagion that threatened to lie serious 
in its results. 
Health has again come to encourage the hearts 
of those that were over-burdened with care and 
responsibility, and the little sufferers are once 
more happy in the enjoyment of the many com­ 
forts by which they are surrounded. In looking 
back overa record of fifteen years, memory re­ 
calls many incidents that have left a lasting im­ 
pression on my mind. 
How pure aud holy are the desires of a little 
child. An orphan hoy four years old was 
brought to tny ltouse a few years ago, to be 
taken to the home. I could not go with him as 
soon as I expected, and as it was getting dark 
he began to cry. 1 asked him what was the 
matter. He said he must go bed, and a naughty 
man had covered his mamma with the ground 
so she could not hear him sav his prayers, or 
kiss hint sood-night. 
I told him a kit d lady would hear him say 
his prayers with other little children, aud the 
angels would kiss him good night. Another 
child said, "If you will take m eto my father 1 
will tell God you are a good woman.” A little 
girl 1 went out in the country to visit said, "1 
w ill pray for you as long as 1 live for getting me 
such a good home.” 
1 wish those who have so nobly contributed 
for the support aud comfort of these de]iendent 
ones could become acquainted with them. They 
would feel more than compensated ior the sac­ 
rifice they have made. 
The many hundreds of children gathered in 
the different orphan asylums of this State arc 
receiving an education that must certainly be 
beneficial ill its results. Aud their iniluence on 
society as they go out in life to do for themselves 
will be very different from those who ar * receiv­ 
ing a street education that can only fit them for 
the haunts of vice, and thus bring"an extra ex­ 
pense on law-abiding citizens 
There is one thing inore I desire Tery much to 
accomplish, aud that is to secure a place for our 
children in the Cogswell College now in process 
of erection for the purpose of educating bovs and 
girls in Caliloruia that ate without friends and 
are over lourtcen years of age ; to give them a 
practical training in different industries and 
thereby make them self-supporting—a plan 
that was adopted years ago in England and 
(ji'rmany. I have the promise from seveial 
prominent griitlemen that our request will re­ 
ceive consideration. 
in fifteen years I have traveled at leas* four 
thousand five hundred m iles: visited one 
hundred and ten children, some of them many 
tim es: I have been iu seven different counties ; 
adopted fifteen children, that were furnished 
homes, with the consent of the Managers of the 
Asylum. The* were each adopted by the 
County Judge of their own county, in my 
presence, according to the law of this State. 
During this time I have also found homes for 
thirty-five children that were too young lo be 
admitted to the Asylum, aud not one of them 
lias a home that is not desirab’e. Twenty of 
them do not know that they arc the adopted 
children of their parents. Three have died. I 
am grateful lo my Maker for the success that 
has crowned my efforts, and it is a pleasant 
thought to me that when life’s cares are over, it 
will be said to each and all engaged in this 
good work. " Inasmuch as ye did it unto one of 
the least of these in my name, ye did it unto 
me.”

She 
had the highest respect for Mrs. Rideout, 
but thought that the Association ought to 
elect Mrs. Clayton. 
Nominations closed, the roll was called, 
and the ballot resulted in the election of 
Mrs. Rideout by a vote of 38 to 7. 
For Vice-President Mrs. O. P. Goodhue 
and Mrs. 1’’. W. Fratt were nominated. 
The former was elected by a vote of 37 to Í». 
The following officers were then unani­ 
mously elected, the Secretary being in­ 
structed to cast the ballots. 
Secretary—Mrs. W. H. Hobby. 
Treasurer—Mis. C'. E. Payne. 
Managers. 2 years—Mrs. T. B. McFar­ 
land. Mrs. E Á. Burr, Mrs. E. Twitchell 
and Mrs A. C. Tufts. One year—Mrs. T. 
D. Scriver. 
A communication was read from Frank 
Miller stating that the amount of donations 
in the bank awaiting the order of the Board 
of Managers was $7,664 11. 
Mrs. N. D. Rideout submitted a number 
of proposed amendments to the constitu­ 
tion, which were luidjover until the next 
annual meeting, under the rules. 
The meeting then adjourned. 
The new Board of Managers met and de­ 
cided not to appoint the committees until 
the time of the regular meeting of the 
Board.

The Sacramento Improvement Associa­ 
tion's Executive Committee met the officers 
of the Immigration Association last even­ 
ing. The latter Association proposed to 
turn over its business to the former, think­ 
ing that with the exhibit building and the 
display about to be made therein is suf­ 
ficient, and by joining eflbrts more good 
can be accomplished than by acting inde­ 
pendently. After considerable discussion 
regarding finance, etc., the proposition was 
unanimously adopted, and the arrange­ 
ment o f matters was left to the Presidents 
of the two Associations, Messrs. Simmons 
and Hall. 
The Secretary read replies to circulars re­ 
garding exhibits sent out to different coun­ 
ties. from P. \V. Butler.

The lirst gambling cases to come up in 
the Police Court since Chief Lee went into 
office were before Judge Buckley yesterday 
m orning. The prisoners were Ah Dip and 
A h Luey, who were 
arrested on 
the 
previous night by officer Ash, at No. 212 I 
street, while engaged in running a game of 
chut k-a-luck. The “ lay-out" of the hank 
was in Court and the mysteries of the 
game were explained by officer Ash and 
D. E. Alexander. 
It consisted of a piece 
of pasteboard, on which were written the 
first six Chinese num erals—yit, gee, soru, 
see, un, luk—corresponding with the num ­ 
ber on the dice. The dealer shakes the 
dice, turns over the box, and the bets are 
made. 
Those having placed money on 
the numbers that apt>ear.on the dice are 
winners. 
Officer Ash testified that he was satisfied 
a game was in progress when he entered, 
as the “ lay-out 
was on the table with 
$2 80 on it. Several men were in front of 
the table, and Ah Dip and Ah Luey be­ 
hind it. The men ran in all directions, 
and A h Dip vainly endeavored to conceal 
the ’’ lay-out.” 
Kx-City Attorney H art conducted the 
defense.

OF OFFICERS. 


R ep ort o f th e L ady P resid ent, B oard 
o f M anagers an d T r e a su r e r - 
F in a n cia l C ondition. 


The Sacramento Protestant Orphan As­ 
sociation held its twenty-first annual meet­ 
ing in the Congregational Church yester­ 
day aiteruoon, forty-six members being 
present and taking part in the proceedings. 
Mrs. Dr. Clayton, President of the Asso­ 
ciation, called the meeting to order. After 
prayer by the Rev. A. C. Herrick, Mrs. 
E. Twitchell nominated for Secretary of the 
meeting J. R. W atson, and he was elected. 
Mrs. N. D. Rideout asked that the roll be 
called, in order to see if there was a quo­ 
rum present. 
Mrs. Clayton said that all of the sub­ 
scribers were not on the roll, as some 
of them had not yet had an opportunity to 
sign the constitution. 
Mrs. E. Twitchell raised the point that 
no names could be added after the meeting 
commenced. She said that a man could 
not sign the Great Register after the polls 
were open, and no one had the right to 
sign the constitution and vote after the 
annual meeting had commenced. 
Mrs. Clayton said that the roll had been 
carried around for some person to sign, and 
that others who wanted to sign it had beeD 
unable to do so because they could not 
find the Secretary. She declared a recess 
of ten minutes to give persons desiring to 
sign the constitution an opportunity to do 
so, stating that any person who paid $5 a 
year was entitled to sign and vote. 
Mrs. Twitchell said that none but ladies 
were entitled to vote under the constitution, 
and asked the Secretary to read a written 
opinion of Judge.W . H. Beatty on the sub­ 
ject. 
’ 
Mrs. Clayton said she had been advised 
by Judge Van Fleet that under the con­ 
stitution person who contributed $5 a year, 
whether men or women, were entitled to 
vote. 
LEGAL OPINIONS. 
Mr. Watson then read the following: 
Mrs. II’. II Hobby, Secretary Protestant Orphan 
Association, Sacramento—B eak Mauam : 
Your 
favor of April 1st, together w ith printed copy of 
th e i constitution and by-laws ot your Associ­ 
ation, is at hand. 
I infer from tlie date of adoption of the by­ 
laws that the society was organized about tlie 
beginning of the year 1867, and assum e that it 
continues to la- governed by tlie law in foree a l 
that date (which it does in the absence ol any 
formal resolution to continue its existence un 
der the Civil Code), and consequently that the 
three questions you ask must fiud their solution 
in a proper construction of your constitution 
and by-laws w ithout reference to existing Code 
provisions, in this view it is my opinion : 
First—Tliat ladies alone can become active 
members, or vote or hold office in tlie Associ­ 
ation. 
Second—1 fiud no provision in the constitu­ 
tion or by-laws for "oting by proxy, aud in the 
absence of sueli provision no proxy can lie a l­ 
lowed. 
T hird—The ofllcers may be elected altogether 
by general baliot or eacli officer m av lie voted 
for separately. 
I should think a good plan would be to elect 
the Presideut, Vice-President, Secretary and 
Treasurer separately, and the four other Direc­ 
tors together—each m em ber putting four names 
on her ballot. I rem aiu, yours respectfully,

Mrs. W. II. Hobby, Secretary P otatant Orphan 
Association, Sacramento—Deai: Mauam : In re­ 
sponse to your further inquiry as to Hie duties 
of the Secretary of your society, 1 w ould suv that 
iu my opinion tlie custody of your w ritten con­ 
stitution—the one that is signed by m em bers as 
a condition precedent to the right to vo’.e, prop­ 
erly appertains to the Secretary. Those propos­ 
ing to become m em bers should apply to her in 
order to enroll their nam es as mem bers of tlie 
Association, and before signing should have 
made full paym ent of five dollars. If ladies 
Joining the society pay by Installm ents, I do 
not think they are entitled to subscribe the 
constitution or exercise any of the privileges 
of m em bership until they have paid the lull 
am ount oi five dollars. When they have done 
so and subscribed the constitution they become 
m em bers for one year from the date of signing 
of t ac constitution, after which they w ill cease 
to 1< members unless, in the m eantim e, they 
Bhall have completed the paym ent of an addi­ 
tional five dollars.

F. W. Fratt said that it had been 
th 3 custom for men to vote at the elections 
for a great many years, and Judge Catlin 
h»4 expressed the opinion that the custom 
ot^lit to prevail at this meeting. The As­ 
sociation had a great deal of money in its 
hands now, and great interest was felt in 
tL t election. Add. Hinkson had also said 
tliat any one might become a member by 
paying $5 a year. 
Sirs. Clayton called upon any one who 
dnired to come forward and sign the roll. 
Several ladies responded and signed the 
constitution. 
(Judge McKnne was called upon for an 
opinion, and said he agreed entirely with 
.fudge lteatly. 
Mrs. Clayton asked him if custom did 
mt make law. stating that it had been the 
aistom for men to vote at these elections 
for twenty years. 
Judge McKune replied that statute law 
and Constitutions broke down the laws 
made by custom. 
Custom 
makes law 
iometimes, but it must be for a time “ that 
the memory of man runneth not to the 
jfontrary." 
The roll was called, and forty-three mera- 
ers responded to their names, seventeen 
‘being necessary tor a quorum. 
The minutes of the last annual meeting 
were read and approved. 


THE FINANCES. 
Mrs. C. E. Paine, the Treasurer, read her 
report for the year, which showed the total 
receipts to have been $16 864 13; expendi­ 
tures, $12,435 03 ; showing a totAl net gain 
for the year of $4,42!* 10. The amount on 
hand atjlast report was $0.241 58, making 
tlie total cash on hand $13,670 OX, of which 
$10,155 63 is in the building and improve­ 
ment fund and $3,515 03 in the Slate aid or 
support fund. 


BRTOKT OF TH E MANAGERS. 
Mr. Watson then read the following re­ 
port ; 
Tin- Hoard of Managers of the Sacramento 
Protestant Orphan Asylum beg leave to submit 
the follow ing report oi tlie condition of its af­ 
fairs to the Association : 
This society to-day entersU|iou its twenty-first 
year oi latior in the interest of orphans! half 
orphans aud destitute children. 
At the com m encem ent of the year there were 
152 children in the asylum : during th e year 73 
have been ndm itted: cared for during some 
part of the year, ‘225. From this num ber 62 have 
been taken by relatives or friends, 1 lias been 
legally adopted. 16 placed in good homes. 1 ran 
away, and 9 were removed by death. Of this 
num ber. '2 died of consum ption. 2 by drowning, 
2 of pneum onia, 1 of measles. 1 of membraneous 
croup, aud 1 of typhoid pneum onia Of the 136 
children now rem aining in the asylum, of 
whom 69 are boys and 67 girls, 108 are between 
2 and 12 years of age ; 22 are orphans, 105 half 
orphans, and 9 are styled abandoned. The num ­ 
ber of California counties represented, ‘22. 
During the first four or rive m onths of the 
year, as for m ouths previous, tlie health of the 
inm ates was rem arkably good, but in Septem ­ 
ber there were thirty-five cases of chicken-pox, 
fourteen of scarletlua and two broken wris.s. 
in January the measles broke out among the 
children, and very soon bi-came epidem ic, and 
ninety were prostrated w ith the disease. At the 
present tim e there is no sickness except a few 
slight colds. 
Tlie school is in a very flourishing condition. 
There are eighty-five pupils in the prim ary de- 
jiartinent. The City Board ol Education fur­ 
nish two efficient teachers and all the necessary 
supplies for school work. Seventeen of the 
older children attend the Sacram ento Gram m ar 
School. 
The kindergarten, during its short existence, 
was a source of great pleasure to the nursery 
children. 
The average attendance at Sabbath-scbool, 
including teachers and visitors, is 135. 
Miss 
Brothers still presides over the iniant depart­ 
ment. 
One hour each evening is devoted to Bible 
study, recitations and ringing. 
The “ Union Ficuic" in the early spring was 
very m uch enjoyed dv the children, as were 
also the good things that were showered upon 
them at Thanksgiving and Chnrim as, by our 
generous and kind-hearted citizens. 
The Christmas entertainm ent, that never fail­ 
ing source of pleasure to the little ones, under 
the supervision of Messrs. C. M. Podger and 
W illiam shoem aker, was a very happy affair. 
Our receipts lor the year have ta-en 516,864 64. 
Of this amount we have re eived from the State, 
19.377 32; friends of children. 82.376 05; sub­ 
scriptions. 81,621 75 ; rent oi school building, 
5*275; bank dividends. SIM 36: balance on cem e­ 
tery lot, 8125; sale of cows, $100; sale Ot fencing. 
110: legacy from Zeh estate. 81,000; Thanksgiv­ 
ing service collections, 517 &’>; balance of Kin­ 
dergarten fnnd, 841 91: ‘‘Musicians Mutual Pro­ 
tective I'nion," by II. W lluud. President, 51.­ 
249 35 ; donatious. $469 35 ; money refunded, 
516 90 
Total jiaid to Treasurer, 516,861 61. 
Im provem ents have been but very little in ­ 
dulged in, though necessity compelled the erec­ 
tion of a wood-sned, the eo»l of which was 5220; 
feneiug and 
closets. $402 05; filling in lot, 
ifJC 25. Total, 5858. which was paid out of the 
fuud set apart especially for im provem ent p ur­ 
poses. 
Mr. Ware is still interested iu the work ot 
beautifying and improving the grounds, his 
services being voluntary. 
The um iriug devotion of the Matrons to the 
necessities of the Home and the care o f the 
children, aD d the eificieucy of tlie help em ­ 
ployed, has been rem arkably noticable, particu 
larly during the m easles epidemic, which m ade 
the duties very arduous both night aud day. 
During this scourge there was a general rally of 
the citizens, who ca e to our aid w ith hearts 
full 
of syrup .thy and 
love, 
lomled w ith 
delicacies and luxuries that brought comfort 
and cheer to the bedside of the little sufferers.

m any children who were so seriously afflicted 
with a contagion that threatened to lie serious 
in its results. 
Health has again come to encourage the hearts 
of those that were over-burdened with rare and 
responsibility, and the little sutTerers are odcc 
more happy in the enjoym ent of the m any com­ 
forts by which they are surrounded. In looking 
tiaek over a record of fifteen years, memory re­ 
calls m any incidents that have left a lasting im 
pression on m y mind. 
How pure and holy are the desires of a little 
child. 
An orphan boy four years old was 
brought to my house a few years ago. to be 
taken to the home. I could not go with him as 
soon as I expected, and as it was getting dark 
he began to cry. I asked him w hat was the 
m atter. He suid he m ust go bed, and a naughty 
man had covered his m am m a with the ground 
so she could not hear him say liis prayers, or 
kiss him good-night. 
I told him a kred lady would hear him say 
his prayers w ith other little children, aud the 
angels would kiss him good night. Another 
chud said, "If you will take me to my father I 
will tell God you are a good wom an." A little 
girl 1 w ent out In the country to visit said, “ I 
will pray for you as long as I live for getting me 
such a good hom e.” 
1 wish those who have so nobly contributed 
for the support and comfort of these dependent 
ones could become acquainted with them . They 
would feel more than com pensated lor the sac­ 
rifice they have made. 
The m any hundreds of children gathered iu 
tlie different orphan asylum s of this State are 
receiving an education th a t m ust certainly be 
beneficial in its results. And their inliuenee on 
society as they go out in life to do for themselves 
w ill be very different from those who nr - receiv­ 
ing a street education that can only lit them for 
the haunts of vice, and thus bring’an tx tra ex ­ 
pense on law-abiding citizens 
There is one thing more I desire very m uch to 
accomplish, and that is to secure a place lor our 
children in the Cogswell College now iu process 
ofcrectiou for thcpurpose of educating bovs and 
girls in California th at ate without friends and 
are over iourteen year- of age ; to give them a 
practical training in difi’ereut industries and 
thereby make 
them 
telf-supilortiug—a plan 
tliat was adopted years ago in England and 
Germany. 1 have the promise from several 
prom inent griitlem en that our request will re ­ 
ceive consideration. 
In fifteen years I have traveled at leas* four 
thousand five 
hundred 
m iles; visited one 
hundred and ten children, some of them m any 
tim es: 1 have been in seven different counties’; 
adopted fifteen children, th at were furnished 
homes, w ith the consent of the Managers of the 
Asylum. 
They 
were each adopted by the 
County Judge of th eir own county, in ray 
presence, according to the law of this state. 
During this tim e 1 have also found homes for 
thirty-five children th a t were too young to be 
adm itted to the Asylum, aud not one of them 
lias a home that is not desirable. Twenty of 
them do not know th at they are the adopted 
children of their parents. Three have died. I 
am grateful io my Maker for tlie success that 
has crowned my efforts, and it is a pleasant 
thought lo me that when life's cares are over, it 
will be said to each and all engaged in this 
good work. “ Inasm uch as yc did it unto one of 
the least of these in my nam e, ye did it unto 
me."

Rideout submitted a num ber 
of proposed amendments to the constitu­ 
tion, which were laidjover until the next 
annual meeting, under the rules. 
The meeting then adjourned. 
The new Board of Managers met and de­ 
cided not to appoint the committees until 
the time of the regular meeting of the 
Board. 


Im p ro v e m e n t A sso ciatio n . 
The Sacramento Im provem ent Associa­ 
tion's Executive Committee met the officers 
of the Im m igration Association last even­ 
ing. The latter Association proposed to 
turn over its business to the former, think­ 
ing that with the exhibit building and the 
display about to be made therein is suf­ 
ficient, and by joining efforts more good 
can be accomplished tban by* acting inde­ 
pendently.

L ondon, April llth.—Gladstone speaking 
at the N’atiouul Liberal Clab to-night, criti­ 
cised W. H. Smith's reply to Sir Edward 
Watkins in the House of Commons, in re­ 
fusing the extension of local government in 
Ireland. Gladstone said that Smith had 
entirely dispelled the brightest idea of 2,­

PREVAILING DISEASES. 
OREGON POLITICS. 


R ep ort, of D eath , so d Their C au.es 
T hroughout the State for M arch. 
G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of theState Board 
of Health, in his report issued yesterday, 
says: 
Reports received from eighty-seven towns, 
with an estimated population of 734,750, 
record 1,06G deaths, giving a jtercentage of 
1.4 per thousand during the month, wnich 
is a still further decrease from the preced­ 
ing month. The mortality from consump­ 
tion was very high.during the month, 188 
deaths being* attributed to it. From the 
cumber occurring in the southern part of 
the State, we may truthfully surmise that 
they were in a great part strangers seeking 
health. Pneumonia has also a high deaih 
rate, 113 decedents being so recorded. 
Sixty-two of these occurred in San Fran­ 
cisco, although the weather was not par­ 
ticularly unfavorable daring the month. 
Bronchitis caused twenty-eight deaths, 
which is a decrease from last report. 
Congestion of the lungs was fatal in fif­ 
teen instances. 
Whooping-cough caused three deaths. 
Diphtheria shows a decreased death rate 
during March, twenty-eight deaths being 
attributed to it. which is less by fitleen than 
the report for February. There were only 
seven deaths from diphtheria in San Fran­ 
cisco, which shows a great diminution in 
the prevalence of the disease in that city. 
The other cases were sporadic. 
Croup, which may really be classed with 
diphtheria, is credited with eleven deaths. 
Scarlet fever caused ten deaths. 
M easles had twenty-four deaths credited 
to it, which is about the same mortality 
that is recorded in the preceding month 
from this canse. 
Small-pox caused fifteen deaths, of which 
only four occurred in San Francisco, three 
in Los Angeles, three in Murphys, one in 
Alvarado District, Merced, one in Stockton, 
one iu Redding, one in Riverside, and one 
near Downey. 
PREYAI LINO DISEASES. 
Reports of sickness from ninety-nine lo­ 
calities indicate a very favorable diminu­ 
tion of diseases throughout the State for 
the past month. This is especially notice­ 
able in acute diseases of the lungs and in­ 
flammatory affections of the bowels. Small­ 
pox is still to be found within the State, 
more because of the failure to recognize 
the disease and isolate it properly than 
from any virulence of the type prevailing. 
Diphtheria is also appearing in many 
new quarters, from like cause, and until 
the punlic can be taught that prevention is 
much better than disease, we may expect a 
continuance, in a greater or less extent, of 
all these preventable maladies. 
Measles still prevail extensively, and in 
some places is quite epidemic. The almost 
impossibility ot quarantine in this disease 
makes its spread limitless, except by ex­ 
haustion of material. Fortunately the 
present epidemic is mild and the mortality 
limited. It is prevalent just now in Tulare. 
Castroville, Wheatland. College City, Lake- 
port, Rocklin, Sacramento, San Francisco, 
Oakland, Gridlev, Weaverville, Downey, 
Susanville. Bodie, Colfax, Lodi, Knights 
Ferry, Hill’s Ferry. Sissons, North Bloom­ 
field, Nicolaus, Lemoore,Truckee, Pomona, 
Cottonwood, Anderson, Bakersfield. Los 
Gatos, Auburn, Tehachapi, Redding, Ven­ 
tura and Stockton. 
Scarlet lever, in a mild form, is noticed 
in Wheatland, College City, Rocklin, Sacra­ 
mento, Biggs, San Francisco, Oakland, 
Sisson's Angel's Camp, Auburn, Anderson. 
Redding, Murphys. Douglas Flat and 
Chico. 
The general conclusion in regard to this 
disease is that it is a specific poison, not 
depending upon defective sewerage or 
sewer gas, as we find it in localities without 
sewers, as well as in those well served; 
among the rich as well as among the poor; 
in cities and in remotely isolated dwellings. 
The disease is communicable aud can 
be carried long distances by infected 
jK-rsons. clothing and railway cars. It can 
only be arrested, or at least restricted, by 
the thorough disinfection of the persons 
and premises of those in contact with the 
dread disease. It should, therefore, be 
legally incumbent on every person to give 
notice of the disease whenever present on 
their premises or in their families. We 
hope such a law will be euacted by our 
next Legislature. 
Small-pox. although ¡no longer declared 
epidemic in San Francisco, still lingers in 
that city. Twenty-three cases were re­ 
ported during the month, three of them 
Chinese, recently imported. In Oakland 
there were only four cases reported during 
tbe month. In Eureka, Humboldt, five 
cises occurred. Two in Millvillcand three 
in Redding. In Stockton there were nine­ 
teen cases, all convalescent; two more 
cases were since discovered. 
In San 
Bernardino two cases were quarantined. 
In Riverside six cases were reported, all 
nearly recovered; as two weeks have 
elapsed without any new cases, it is hoped 
the disease is there •* stamped out” by 
vaccination. In Los Angeles there were 
many cases, the number of whicn the 
Health Officer has neglected to report. It 
also appeared in Ocean Side. Downey, 
Monrovia, Ontario, Point Reyi 
Gilrov, 
San Jose, Santa Cruz, Watsonvill. , Sissons, 
West Point. Murphys, Duncan's Flat, San 
Andreas, Sheep Ranch, Alvarado District, 
Merced, and perhaps other points not re­ 
ported. The danger this State encounters 
from small-pox is in the great desire for 
concealment which exists not only among 
individuals, but among officials; it is with 
the greatest difficulty this office gets the 
necessary information to enable it to take 
the proper steps for the suppression of the 
disease. In San Andreas, for instance, the 
disease there was mistaken for chicken-pox. 
This sad blunder caused the death of some 
aud the diffusion) of small-pox throughout 
the county. Had the physician promptly 
quarantined the first case, even if it were 
chicken-pox, the disease could have been 
arrested, and the county saved from the 
pestilence. In Watsonville a similar mis­ 
take was made, and although the qualified 
physicians there declaied the disease was 
small-pox, the assurance of other,'physicians, 
not so qualified, that the disease was not 
small-pox. seemed to meet with such favor 
that for a time isolation and quarantine 
were neglected, and the disease, as a matter 
of course, spread. 
The fact, therefore, that the largest cities 
have practically stamped out the disease, 
does not relieve us from its extension in 
the State where sanitary precautions are 
either ignored or neglected. Fortunately, 
the type so far has been exceedingly mild. 
So much so, that many with the disease 
were not even confined to bed; but from 
these the most virulent cases may be de­ 
veloped, and they should be as sedulously 
guaroed from contact with the public as if 
they were confined to bed. It is these 
mild cases that have caused such extension 
of small-pox over the State, and if vaccina­ 
tion is no* thoroughly and systematically 
performed throughout the ' length anil 
breadth of the land, there is no telling 
when and where the disease will stop. 
For the “ stamping out ” of a disease like 
smal'-pox in a community, there must be 
co-operation, there must be individual in­ 
terest and union. The concealment of a 
case of small-pox increases the epidemic 
tcudency, and intensifies its capacity for in­ 
discriminate extension, which injures not 
only tbe guilty parties, but also their neigh­ 
bors. in fact, the concealment of a case of 
small-pox, which thereby is communicated 
to another who is innocent of the presence 
of the disease, renders the parties con­ 
cerned guilty of murder, should death 
ensue.

Y esterday's P roceedin g, in th e R epubli­ 
can State Convention. 
fCopyright, 1888, by the Californita Associated J'rcss t 
Portland, April llth.—The Republican 
State Convention met at 11 o’clock this 
morning. Ex-Senator George H. Williams, 
of Portland, was elected Temporary Chair­ 
man, and John L. Shuf, of Douglas county, 
Temporary Secretary. 
The usual committees were appointed 
and an adjournment taken until evening. 
It is conceded that Binger Hermann 
will be renominated for Congress by accla­ 
mation aud Judge W. P. Lord renominated 
for Supreme Judze. 
Upon reassembling in the evening the 
Committee on Platform not being ready to 
report, the Convention changed its order of 
business and proceeded with district nomi­ 
nations, which were as follows : District 
Attorney—First District, H. S. Hammond, 
of Jackson county; Second District, W. S. 
Hufford, of Benton ^county ; Third Dis­ 
trict, H. U. Hewitt, of Albany ; Fourth 
District, H. E. McGinn, of Portland : Fifth 
District, L. A. McBride, of Oregon City ; 
Sixth District. J. L. Rand, of Baker City ; 
Seventh District, W. R. Ellis, of Heppner. 
For Judge of the Sixth District, Janies A. 
Fee, of Pendleton, was nominated. 
Binger Hermann was nominated for Con­ 
gress by acclamation. 
Judge W. P. Lord was nominated for 
Supreme Judge on the first ballot. 
The Committee on Platform reported at 
8:30 p. m. It favors a free ballot, and the 
right to have that ballot counted : protests 
against further Chinese immigration; fa­ 
vors liberal pensions ; denounces Cleve­ 
land’s action in regard to the rebel flags ; 
condemns the Land Department at Wash­ 
ington for refusing to survey lands ready 
for settlement aud the employment of spies 
and informers to harrass settlers with the 
defense of needless suits; denounces 
Cleveland’s veto of the river and harbor 
bill, and the Secretary of War in obstruct­ 
ing the improvement of the Columbia river, 
and declares civil service reform a sham 
and fraud. It also takes issue with the 
Democracy oc the tariff question. 
The platform favors a system of duties 
levied upon imports so adjusted as to dis­ 
criminate iu favor of domestic industries 
and productions and in favor of American 
labor. It declares in favor of reducing the 
annual revenues of the Government bv 
admitting free of duty such articles of gen­ 
eral use as cannot be largely produoed or 
manufactured by our own people, and 
deprecate the attempt of the Democratic 
Administration to degrade the honest toil 
of America to a level with the pauper labor 
of the old world. 
Wm. Kapus.of Portland; Wm. McLean, 
of Linkville, and C. W. Fulton, of Astoria, 
were chosen for Presidential Electors.
